The conviction of Harry Jackson is a challenge to all labor. 
Jackson is West Coast organizer of the Marine Workers’ Industrial 
Union, and his case was the first of those arrested in the anti-red 
raids. He was convicted as a vagrant, ard the courts having similar 
cases before them have stated openly that Jackson's case will be a 
precedent for them. 

The San Francisco police have therefore concentrated all their 
efforts to frame Jackson at all costs. To accomplish their purpose 
is Was very important to establish a special definition of a vagrant. 
In this case because the M.W.I.U. was the first to call out the seamen 
on strike, and many of its Jeaders, as Jackson, are Communists, the 
work of being an organizer is not “useful work,’ hence Jackson is a 
vagrant. ‘his was the definition given by Judge Ames, and amounted 
to instructing the jury to bring in a verdict of guilty.

Seemingly no one is persecuted for 
opinions, but this is precisely the case, although the technical charge 
is Vagrancy. 

Jackson was leader of the M.W.I.U. throughout the strike and 
addressed many mass meetings, including the one at the Civic Audi- 
torium. It is one of the measures through which the bosses want te 
illeealize the Communist Party and militant organizations in California.

Of what use are all the rights which we are supposed to have if 
those exercising them are Louse Todd, State

But it would be a serious mistake to think that nothing could be 
done now. Very much could be done to win the maximum conces 
sions from the Board. 

If those in conference see the workers becoming passive, and tak: 
an indifferent attitude, they will figure that anything they hand ou 
will pass. But if they see the workers refusing to gwe up a_ singl. 
inch, and fight to enforce better conditions on every dock; if they se 
longshoremen forming dock committees to watch for discrimination 
speed-ups, and such forms of exploitation, then they will see that ther 
are not dealing with workers who will take their monkeyshines. 


The longshoreman facing the conference says, ‘‘Gentlemen, ir 
returning to work we did so only to preserve our weapons. We have 
by now, learned that you are all against us, and expect no favors from 
you, but if the decision you make is not satisfactoru——remember, we 
are keeping our powder dry.’ 

Only such an attitude will force the maximum. The shipowners 
will know that the workers mean business, as they once signed an agree- 
ment with Ryan, and it wasn't worth the paper it was on. 

The workers have a perfect right to take such a position. They 
have not been permitted to have even their own elected representatives. 

The strike is over. But the fight isn’t. It only changes form. 
Jt is while on the job, on every dock, in every port.

March 23, the date of the strike, 
was on Friday. On the previous 
Monday of the same week, in the 
San Francisco local meeting, a 
motion was put through giving 
full power in the strike to the 
District Executive Board which 
as we have already pointed out, 
was composed of reactionaries. 
This motion made of the strike 
committee a body without anv 
real authority. The passing of 
this motion also clearly indicatec 
that even the San Francisco lone- 
shoremen still had strone illu- 
sions concerning the District Ex- 
ecutive Board. As a result of this 
motion, the militants in the strike

committee refrained from  com- 
municating with other ports be- 
eause they were afraid of being 
accused of exceeding their legal 
authority. By ‘Thursday night, 
when Lewis, at the request of 


President Roosevelt, called off the 
strike, it was then too late to 
correct the mistake of passivity 
that had been committed in the 
five previous days.

In the old Blue Book, only the 
most browbeaten, meek and loyal 
company men got “regular” work. 
Under this new system, which 
was being proposed, these men 
would be the only ones eligible 
to work, and larse sections of the 
longshoremen, especially the mili- 
tants, would be eliminated from 
the industry. While the fakers 
did not announce their agree- 
ment, they did try to get the 
local to accept their proposal to

Votes Strike. 

Vinally, negotiations were ord- 
ered broken off at the beginning 
of May, and on May 7, the San 
Franci§co local took a strike vote. 
The decision was unaninous—to 
strike the morning of May 9. The 
labor fakers were franuc. The 
uterncon newspapers of May @, 
only a few hours before the strike 
vote was taken, contained a story 
issued by President Lewis which 
said: 

“An adverse vote (to the em- 
ployers’ proposals) did not neces- 
sarily mean @ strike.” ; 

And on May 8, eveneatterc the 
strike. vote “was taken, Interna- 
tional President Ryan wired from 
New York to the Northwest loc- 


als. which he: considered more 
willing to follow his leadership, 
urging them not to strike. At the 


verv last moment before the strike 
vote, a telegram was announced 
from the Department of Labor in 


Washington, speaking for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, which urged the 
calling off of the strike. This 


time the men were prepared for 
such maneuvers, and they threw 
both telegrams out. In Seattle, 
the first telegram of Ryan sue- 
ceeded in making the local waver 
so that on Mty 8, they still voted 
60 per cent against a strike, but 
when they received information 
concerning the action of the San 
Francisco local, a second meeting 
was called. and a pro-strike vote 
was carried by 2 large majority. . 
In the two or three days follow- 
ing, the entire West Coast long- 
shoremen followed. Thus, the 
strike began, on the morning of 
May 9, and by May. 11, stevedor- 
ing work on the entire West. 
Coast was tied up.
